Marketing Bill now came before the 


House of Commons on report. There were 
ten pages of amendments. but few of them 


were regarded as showing opposition to the | 


One of the most important, 
vhich gave rise to considerable criticism, was 
moved by Dr. Addison; it proposed that 
power should be given to an official of the 
Marketing Board to enter and inspect any 
land or premises occupied by a registered 
producer.

Two disturbing facts stand out after a study 
of the conditions. The first is that they have 
been. and are still, growing worse, both ian 
magnitude and degree, and the second that, 
such is the urgent need for accommodation, 
only a negligible number of the third class 
tenements have been vacated since the 
classification was made, in spite of all the 
efforts of the Corporation and _ voluntary 
organisations in the erection of new dwell 
ings. It is true to say that the efforts of the 
Corporation sanitary officers and dangerous 
buildings inspectors have resulted in general 
in a definite improvement in regard to public 
health and safetv; but, on the other hand, 
the degree of dilapidation is extending, and 
its rate and volume are subject to a constant 
acceleration owing to the increasing age and 
decrepitude of so many of the houses. | 

A stage arrives in the age of houses, as well 
as of persons, when even surgical remedies 
are of no further avail. It is a very seriou: 
reflection that that stage is likely to arrive 
over a large part of Dublin before very long; 
and, because so many of the buildings are of 
nearly the same age, something like an epl- 
demic of collapse is far from unthinkable. 
We may thank God in this connection that so 
far this country has not been afflicted with 
any earthquakes except of the most trifling 
kind.

Figures and maps are, after all, lifeless 
things: and imagination is needed before any 
real perception can be obtained of what they 
really’ mean. Everyone who knows the 
officials of the Dublin Corporation, who are 
. concerned in any way with the 


Department, knows also that they are a very 
efficient body of men, and that they take a 
genuine interest in their work. ‘They do not 
use the words above referred to in classify- 
ing tenements without gcas and sufficient 
reason, and, when they say that houses are 
‘unfit for numan habitation’’ the public 
enerally must realise that this is a literal fact. 
Ben when this is fully realised, however, 
we have only got part of the picture. Third 
class tenements are the worst séction; but, 
after all, they are only a section of the pro- 
blem. and the other houses in the ‘‘ decayed 
housing areas’’ need much repair and recon- 
struction before they can be considered toler- 
able as dwelling places for any portion of the 
community. 

The seriousness of the*factor of growth in 
decav. or. in other words, of rotting, must 
ulso be urged. It means that year by year— 
almost month by month—the situation be- 
comes measurably more threatening and diffi- 
eult of solution. Numbers of houses annually 
drift from first elass tenements into second 
class, and from second class into the third 
class; it must be a@ain pointed ont that 
in this respect the map is not up to date, 
as it does not indicate any of the houses which 
have so deteriorated since the date of the 
Civic Survey. 

In addition, there are annually a number 
of houses which from being private residences 
lapse into tenements—first-class if you will, 
but still on the down grade, and swelling 
the problem for future years. This is be- 
leved to be occurring in places now con- 
sidered to he good residential districts, and 
is an inevitable result of the general shortage 
of houses of all kinds. 

An attempt to visualise the number of 
persons living in families of from three to 
eleven per room—given above as between 
05,000 and 66,000—may be made by thinking 
of them as marching in columns of four, 
allowing one yard per column, with the 
startling result that the length of the pro- 
cession would be over nine miles, which is 
more than the distance from Dalkey to the 
ceitre of the city. 


THE OUTLOOK. 


What is to be done about it all? The 
Commissioners and the Corporation authori- 
ties and officers have been doing all in their 
power to meet the situation, and their 
efforts deserve the appreciation and _ grati- 
tude of every citizen.

The first Constituent Cortes of Re- 
publican Spain met last night. Little 
business was transacted ; but the presence 
of the deputies, in their four and twenty 
parties, must have given the Republicans 
an opportunity to estimate the strength 
of their backing and to calculate their 
chances of continuance in office. Sefior 
Lerroux, leader of the Radical Republican 
group in the recent elections, has revived 
a bloc known as the Republican Alliance. 
It combines his own powerful party with 
the Republican Action Party, headed by 
Senor Manuel Azana, which is estimated 
at 130 members. This bloc will form the 
strongest Republican answer to the Socialist 
group.

UNITY A FORELORN HOPE. 

The Northern Minister of Labour, the 
Right Hon. J. M. Andrews, speaking at 
Ballynahinch, said:—‘‘I observe that leaders 
of public opinion in the Free State still seem 
to cherish the forlorn hope that we will some 
day be prepared to give up our place along- 
side Great Britain as part of the United 
Kingdom in order to bring about what they 
call the unity of Ireland, and yet they must 
admit that, since the Free State was set up, 
year by year by their legislation and ad- 
ministraton they have made the divisions 
more acute and widespread. 

“The truth is, and Mr. Blythe and other 
Free State leaders have admitted it, that 
Ireland cannot exist without Great Britain, 
her best customer, and our Ulster view is 
that politically, industrially, financially, and 
socially the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland must remain 
one and inseparable, and we regret that the 
majority of Irishmen in the South don’t hold 
the same view. In the past the Orange 
Order has always been the main factor in 
maintaining this position, and I am sure it 
can always be depended upon to remain true 
to those great and honourable traditions. 


M.P. AND EXTRAVAGANCE. 
Mr. Robert Crawford, M.P., speaking at 
Ballymena, said that from the vantage point 
of ten vears’ experience in Parliament he 


saw several things that he believed were 


sources of danger to the great nation they |

THE INDEPENDENT ORDER. 

The Independent Loyal Orange Institution 
held their annual demonstration at Malone, 
Belfast. Mr. Leonard Hill, County Grand 
Master. who presided, said that for almost 
thirty vears the Independent Loyal Orange 
Institution had been the only Protestant 
organisation who had consistently advocated 
the necessity of the Protestant cause being 
kept free from the domination of party 
politics. For their loyalty to this belief they 
had suffered persecution. That their efforts 
had not been in vain was evidenced by the 
fact that the conscience of the Protestant 
people had been aroused. and there was an 
ever - growing demand that Protestantism 
should be freed from the grip of politics. He 
welcomed the awakening even at this late 
hour. 

Sir Wilson Hungerford, M.P., speaking at 
the South Derry demonstration, said that they 
in that neighbourhood knew what it was to 
be surrounded by political enemies, who were 
striving to undermine the Northern Parlia- 
ment and to merge Ulster in the Irish Free 
State. At a time such as the present, when 
things were not too prosperous, the enemies 
within their ranks were continually urging 
them to cut their connection with Great 
Britain and to unite with the Free State 
as the only means of regaining prosperity and 
happiness for the people. 

He felt that he should draw their attention 
for a moment to the result of the recent 
election in Kildare, a constituency not in the 
backwoods, but in one of the richest counties 
in the Free State, close to the City of 
Dublin. There they saw a majority of the 
electors deliberately selecting as their member 
a supporter of the party which was pledged 
to repeal the Anglo-Irish Treaty and to re- 
pudiate the payment to England of the land 
annuities. The outcome of such a policy 
would be calamitous, for it would mean the 
plunging of this country once more into a sea 
of turmoil and confusion. The Republican 
Party had only to win a few more Kildares 
in order to have a majority in the Free State 
Parliament. Such a state of affairs would 
inevitably involve them here, in Northern Ire- 
land, in a renewal of the disturbances which 
they had experienced some years ago, because 
the Republicans did not recognise the 
boundary. There was no disguising the fact 
that the return of the Republican Party to 
power was a dangerous possibility. 

Mr. David McKnight. the Imperial Grand 
Master, referring to Education, said that all 
books in connection with the schools snould 
be printed in Northern Ireland, and this 
would reduce unemployment. Unemp'oymen- 
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in Northern Ireland was getting worse snd 
worse every week. The factories and work- 
shops were employing fewer hands, and some 
were gradually closing down altogether, while 
in Dublin and elsewhere in the Free State 
new factories of every description were 
springing up all over. employing thousands 
of hands, and the Government of the Free 
State are assisting in the starting of new 
industries,

many millions in debt, while thousands of 
pounds were being spent weekly in paying 
‘fivials to administer it.

Officers’ "Organisation will be held in 
the ‘Technical’ Tnátitnte, Parnell! square, 
Dublin, on Friday next: 

Mr. F. McNamara, General Secretary, will 
real his annual report, in “which the chief 
points of interest aré the question of salary, 
organisation, the Votational Education Act, 
appointments, the Agricultural Act, and cost 
of living bonus. 

“The first duty of. the C.E.C. after the 
passing of the Vocational Education Act was 
to urge upon the Minister for Education the 
pressing need for dealing with the question 
of salaries by exercising powers under Section 
3 of the Act to prescribe mandatory scales,’ 
the-report states. This matter absorbed the 
greater part of the energies of the Technical 
Sub-Committee of the C.E.C. during the past 
year. . . . Statistics were prepared show- 
ing the salaries paid to technical teachers 
in Northern Ireland and Great Britain, to 
national and secondary school teachers in Ire- 
land, and to officers in a number of other 
relevant spheres. Several: deputations from 
the C.E.C. were received by the heads of 
the Technical Instruction Branch of the 
Department of Education, and the statistics 
prepared were submitted and discussed. 
These showed that the remuneration of 
technical teachers in the Free State compared 
very unfavourably with that of other classes 
of teachers and officers. 


NO FIXED SCALES. 


“ Attention was drawn to the fact that 
there are no mandatorv scales of sa'ary for 
any technical teachers, and only two in- 
adequate ‘ permissive’ scales, with the result 
that teachers doing similar work, and with 
similar service. have different salaries in 
different counties, and even in the same 
county, and that a number of highlv efficient 
officers, with service approaching 30 years, 
have not yet reached the meagre ‘ permissive ' 
maximum of £200 for men and £150 fer 
women, plus bonus, which is supposed to be 
reached in about, ter years. It was shown 
that the whole question was in a most un- 
satisfactory state for all classes—teachers, 
headmasters, and chief executive officers.’’ 

The C.E.C. finally snbmitted scales 
approval, and was informed that the whole 
question would be considered by the Depart- 
ment, and that an earlv decision micht be 
expected. It was explained that the Depart- 
ment’s recommendations would have to meet 
the approval of the Minister for Finance. The 
C.E.C. had to consider the possibility of an 
unsatisfactory issue to the negotiations with 
the Department of Finance, and they re- 
quested the Minister for Education personally 
to receive a further deputation from the 
organisation hefore making a final order fixing 
the scales. The Minister has agreed to do so. 
So the matter stands at the date of the pra. 
paration of this report. Anv further develen- 
ments before the date of Congress will be 
duly reported. 

The question of salary overshadowed other 
problems during the year, but there are many 
other matters of vital importance which call 
for the utmost vigilance on the part of the 
organisation. These include—Condiltions of 
service applicable to various appointments ; 
general conditions of work in schools and 
classes under the Vocational Education Act. 
including school hours and duration of 
Session: educational programme and policy 
travelling and maintenance expenses; the posi- 
tion of temporary whole-time officers. 

The Depariment’s decision on sone cf these 
r.atters remains to be given, but it is under- 
stood that the attitude of the Department is 
generally sympahetic. Travelling expenses 
and maintenance allowances still give rise to 
considerable trouble. 3 


APPOINTMENTS. 
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In regard to appointments, the report adds 
that it is contrary to good sense to exclude 
ell officers over forty or forty-five years of age 
from the possibility of promotion. 

The report summarises the Agricultural 
Act which was passed during the year, and 
adds :—‘‘ The question of new scales of salary 
will arise under the Act, and wil] have to be 
handled carefully. An opportunity may be 
found for redressing the grievances of the 
horticultural and poultry and dairying sec- 
tions ‘with reference to reduction in bonus and 
pensionable emoluments. Legal advice was 
again taken on this subject, and after care- 
ful consideration it was decided that it would 
be impracticable to bring the case into the 
Courts, and that success would be more 
likely to follow representations to the Minister 
with a view to finding a remedy under the 
provisions of the Agricultura] Act.” 

“The cost-of-living bonus continues to be 
paid as formerly,” the report continues, ‘‘ and 
it 1s expected that. as regards officers under 
Vocational Education Committees any new 
scales of salary will he ‘inclusive’. The 
scales suggested by the C.E.C. were 
sive, and it was understood that the respon- 
sible officers of the Department also favoured 
inclusive salaries. The question has not yet 
arggen on the agricultural side.’’ ; 
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EAT MORE FISH. 


MOVEMENT IN FREE 
STATE. 
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forecast by Mr. Seamus Murphy, man 
ager of the Sea Fisheries Association of Saor- 
stat Eireann, Limited, when, in an interview 
with Press representatives yesterday, he de 
scribed the progress of the Association since 
its inauguration last November. 

Mr. Murphy announced that excellent head- 
way had been made by the Association, which 
will be very soon placing orders for twenty 
motor boats of the standard size of thirty- 
five feet for its members; but he pointed out 
that there were also bigger aspeets of the 
matter with which they were dealing, namely, 
the opening up of markets and the sufficient 
and regular supply of fresh Irish-caught fish. 


THE POSSIBILITIES. 


To show the possibilities of opening up the 
market for fish in the Free State, he men- 
tioned that statistics show that whereas the 
average annual consumption of fish in Eng- 
land and Wales is thirty-two pounds weight 
per head of the population, in the Free State 


N intensive campaign to popularise the 
| consumption of fish in Ireland was,

it is only four and a quarter pounds. Canned | 


fish is eaten in addition, and there is no 
doubt that fresh fish could be popularised at 
the expense of the tinned ‘variety. 

‘It is an extraordinary fact,’’ Mr. Murphy 
said, “that in a good many places in Ireland 
you cannot get fish, and in a good many other 
places you can get only imported fish. That 
is Where the benefit to the fisherman of having 
a co-operative marketing svstem, such as will 
be provided by the Association, will come in. ' 

The aim of the Association, as is now well 
known, is primarily to assist the in-shore 


| fishermen by granting them loans toenablethem 


to purchase boats and gear, the Government 
having granted a-loan. of £30,000 at reason- 
rates of interest for this purpose, as well as a 
grant-in-aid for administration and develon- 
ment expenses. In return for this the fishe- 
men who become members of the Association 
will be expected to hand over their catches 

Lo the Association's agents, to he sold to 
wholesalers, and the agents will retain a per- 
centage cf the proceeds towards the paving- 
off of the loan. By this means it is considered 
the fisherman will get better markets than he 
will send the catches to be distributed. 

In order to cover these potential markets. 
distributive centres have been established all 
over the country. to which the local agents 
will send the catchs to be distributed. 


WHAT HAS BEEN DONE. 


In outlining the work that has already 
been done by the Association, which, acecord- 
mg to the Act, is to be controlled by a 
vommittee consisting of four representatives 
elected by the members themselves, and four, 
including the chairman, nominated bvw the 
Government, Mr. Murvhy mentioned that 
three organisers had been appointed—Mr. J. 
C. O'Donnell, who has charge of Donegal 
and the East coast from the Northern 
ireland boundary down to Waterford: Mr. 
Sean Moynihan, who is to operate the South 
eoast and Counties Kerry and Clare; and 
Mr. Simon O'Sullivan, for Counties Mayo, 
Sligo and Galway. They are all Irish- 
speakers, and it is their duty to attend all 
the large centres and address meetings of 
f.shermen.

SUGGESTIVE FIND 
AT TALLAGHT. 


pT RAPO ERA. 
GRIM STORY OF TRIPLE 
EXECUTION.

CENTURY-OLD mystery is believed 

to have been solved by the chance 
discovery of human remains made by 
workmen .when digging for sand near 
Friarstown, Tallaght, Co.- Dublin, on 
Saturday last, In the year 1816 John 
Kinlan, steward to Mr. Ponsonby Shaw, 
of Friarstown House, disappeared under 
circumstances which clearly indicated that 
he had been murdered, Although the body 
was never found, three men—a father and 
his two sons, Peter, Joseph and William 
Kearney—were tried for his murder, and 
were executed, as the custom then was, in 
the. neighbourhood of the alleged crime, 
on the “ strand’’ of the River Dodder, 
above Old Bawn Bridge. Exhaustive 
searches were made in the locality at the 
time and for long after the murder, but 
without result so far as the authorities 
were concerned. 

On Saturday morning last, however, 
workmen employed by Mr. Maher, of 
Glassamucky, in opening a new sandpit 
near the Little Bridge, Glassamucky, came 


‘upon what appeared to be the complete 


remains of a man. The remains bore 
evidence of being under ground for a long 
time, and the skull appeared to have been 
broken. 

Civic Guards, under Sergeant Nyhan, 
Tallaght, visited the place, and yesterday 
Dr. O’Mahony, Deputy Coroner for South 
County Dublin, inspected the remains, but 
did not consider it necessary to hold an 
inquest, inasmuch as it would have been 
impossible to ascertain the cause of death 
the essential function of an inquest. The 
remains were found in a spot about fifty 
feet from the public roadway, and it 1s 
generally believed in the locality, espe- 
cially among some of the older inhabitants, 
that they are those of the man Kinlan, 


AN EXECUTION RECALLED, 


Handcock, in his “ History and Anti- 
quities of Tallaght,’’ gives an interesting 
account of the execution of the three 
Kearneys. ‘‘ In modern times,” he says, 
“ca strange scene took place near here. 
In the year 1816 thousands of the country 
people were assembled on the banks of the 
River Dodder to witness an execution. 
Three men—a father and two sons—Peter, 
Joe and Billy Kearney—were being 
executed for conspiracy to murder John 
Kinlan, the steward of Mr. Ponsonby 
Shaw, of Friarstown. The body of Kinlan 
was never found. It was said at the time 
that it was burned to ashes. I have heard, 
however, that the country people knew 
right well where it was buried. The evi- 
dence was purely circumstantial. The 
Kearneys had been heard to say that they 
would finish Kinlan whenever they got the 
chance. There was a hatchet found with 
blood on it and hair that resembled Kin- 
lan’s. In those days this was sufficient to 
to criminate the men.” 

The Kearneys, who were brought from 
Kilmainhem, surrounded by a troop of 
dragoons, were among the first to be con- 
victed under the then new “ Conspiracy to 
Murder Act.” They were conducted to a 
field about a quarter of a mile above Old 
Bawn Bridge. To quote Handcock :—‘‘ In 
this field three gallows were erected. The 
dragoons were drawn up all around, and in 
a brief space of time the wretched men 
were launched into eternity amid the 
screams of the womerr and the execrations 
of the men; for the lower classes were ill- 
affected towards the Government at the 
time. : 


WEIGHTS AND 
MEASURES. 


PLEA FOR THE METRIC 
SYSTEM. 


- 


A case for the adoption of decimal coinage 
and metric reform of weights and measures 
was made by Mr. E. C. Barton, F.R.C.S., of 
the Decimal Association, London, in an 
address to the Dublin Rotary Club yesterday. 
His subject was: “How we puzzle our 
loreign customers with our funmy money 
and our weird weights.”’ Mr. Kevin J. 
Kenny occupied the chair. 

Mr. Barton, who declared himself an 
Australian and a retired engineer, said that 
Britain measured in many ways, and that it 
would be an advantage in schooling children, 
In offices and, in practical work if the decimal 
or metric system of*ecalculation and counting 
in weights and measures and in coinage were 
adopted. Sentiment had played a great part 
in the opposition to reform, and this would 
probably be fatal to any change if it were 
not easily allaved by paying due respect to: 
names and their retention. 


THE SWISS PLAN. 


How can the change be made? They had 
the guidance of metric history in other lands, 
especially in those governed by parliaments, 
such as Switzerland, where the system of 
government put :ll law-making at the mercy 
of small minorities. 

The Swiss reformers were ‘glad to find that 
‘* England, a most conservative country, had 
altered its gallon by 20 per cent. without 
difficulty in 1824 by the simple device of 
keeping alle the old names.” Instead of 
adopting the kilogram naked and unashamed, 
the English took the half-kilogram as their 
chief weight, but called it a lb., from which 
the half-kilogram differed by scarcely more 
than 10 per cent. 

They dealt in the same way with other 
measures, giving to each set a point of con- 
tact with the metric system, keeping the 
gallon, but making it just four litres. 

It was now proposed to follow the Swiss 
plan in England and to apply it also to 
money, keeping all their gold and silver 
coins, but altering the penny by raising its 
value to one-tenth of a shilling. The coinage 
then would be virtually decimal, with twenty 
shillings to the pound, and 10d. to the 
shillmy. By conversion of the pounds into 
shillings every sum became completely 
decimal, and fit to use on a slide rule or 
other machine without conversion. 

It would assist the school teacher, the 
sctentist and the industries hased on 
chemistry and physical science, as well as 
solve the office machinery question, 

Such was the case for decimal coinage and 
for metric reform of weights and measures. 


METHODS OF CASAR'S TIME. 


English speaking people, Mr. Barton said, 
refused calendar reform, and clung to that 
of Julius Cesar for 250 vear&. They had 
refused metric reform for 150 years, and stil] 
clung to methods dating back to the days 
of Cesar. Several. times a ‘‘ clean-up”? was 
attempted in Britain, and a hundred years 
ago a law suit led to a search for the 
standard yvard in the Pvx at Westminster. 
under an expert named Bailey, who found it 
to be broken and mended with rivets, so 
as to resemble a pair of tongs. 

In Britain such discoveries led only to a 
general overhaul and the establishment of 
standards on the old model, or somewhere 
near it. On the Continent the case was too 
hopeless for smch half measures, and called 
for more drastic action. 

Fortunately, the need was recognised of 
building up the new measures in agreement 
without counting. If 10 tens made 100 in 
ordinary reckoning, then 112lb. should not 
be called a hundred weight. At present 
ounces were taken in lots of 16 to make lbs., 
while inches were taken in dozens to make 
feet. It would be better to lay out all of 
them so that they ran in tens and hundreds, 
thereby avoiding the wasted effort of many 
calculations. : 

Such thinking led to the metric system of 
weights and measures, which was used to- 
day by every nation outside of the English- 
speaking nations, and by all science men of 
every nation. To-day British coinage stood 
alone surrounded by money systéms in which 
the chief coins divided into 100 cents. 

After a brief discussion, a vote of thanks 
was passed to Mr. Barton,

NEW YORK, Monday. . 

Despite a weak tendency at the opening it 
was generally believed that the market was 
in a era Fe: sound position, although 
there was a disposition to take the selling 
side pending developments in the German 
financial situation. Many prominent issues 
broke 1 to 5 points before support appeared, 
following which business turned quiet while 
renewed easiness was apparent towards 
midday.

Trading continued 
dull, but a substantial rally occurred, while 
some of the earlier losses were completely re- 
gained.

An announcement that the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission in connection with an in- 
crease on freight rates had placed a valuation 
upon Railroads at about three billion dollars 
higher: than in 1921, had little effect on the 
market. however, the decision of independent 
oil producers in Oklahoma to shut down wells 
pending a return to more normal prices had 
a steadying effect on Oil issues. In the final 
dealings the market became very dull, with 
the undertone heavy.
